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Fall  Registration 


Hot  August  temperatures,  scheduling  classes, 
waiting  in  lines,  getting  your  picture  made  —  these 
are  just  some  of  the  descriptions  of  fall  registration. 
Freshmen  are  meeting  new  people,  while  sopho- 
mores are  renewing  friendships  and  catching  up  on 
what  happened  during  the  summer. 

After  the  last  name  was  keyed  into  the  computer 
system,  Northwest's  fall  enrollment  topped  3,900  for 
students  at  the  college's  four  centers.  This  figure 
failed  to  reach  last  year's  record  of  4,009  day  and 
evening  school  students. 

"The  population  of  high  school  seniors  was  less 
this  year  by  some  300  students  than  in  the  past,  and  I 
am  certain  that  this  is  the  reason  we  are  slightly 
down  from  last  year,"  said  President  David  Haraway. 
"However,  I  am  extremely  pleased  with  the  number 
and  quality  of  students  that  we  have  this  fall,  and  I 
look  forward  to  a  good  year  with  this  current  student 
population." 

While  overall  totals  were  down,  increases  were 
recorded  at  Lafayette-Yalobusha  Technical  Center  in 
Oxford,  Benton-Marshall  Center  in  Ashland,  and  the 
evening  school  program  at  DeSoto  Center- 
Southaven.

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Northwest's  1991  Homecoming  celebration  was  the  cen- 
terpiece of  the  Ranger  football  season,  and  the  festivities 
were  possibly  the  biggest  and  the  best  the  college  has 
seen.  With  the  theme  "Celebrate  With  Flying  Colors," 
Northwest  hosted  a  week-long  program  of  events  culmi- 
nating on  Homecoming  Day  and  spearing  the  Rangers  onto 
a  55-13  victory  over  Mississippi  Delta. 

Throughout  the  week,  a  variety  of  activities  filled  the 
Homecoming  schedule.  Pep  rallies  were  held  on  the  DeSoto 
Center  and  Senatobia  campuses.  Two  days  of  Ranger 
Games  allowed  students  to  revel  in  the  spirit  of  competition. 
FM-1 00  deejay  Steve  Conley  entertained  the  crowd  at  the 
Homecoming  Dance.  Even  campus  organizations  and 
dorms  got  into  the  spirit  of  things  on  dorm/club  decoration 
day. 

Homecoming  Day,  prospective  students  as  well  as  for- 
mer graduates  came  together  for  the  activities.  High  school 
seniors  got  a  taste  of  college  life  during  Senior  Round-Up, 
and  alumni  gathered  to  visit  the  campus  and  see  old  friends 
during  a  reception  held  in  their  honor. 

As  the  sun  began  to  set  and  game  time  neared,  two  large 
hot  air  balloons  "fired  up"  as  they  sat  anchored  in  the  end 
zone.  After  a  salute  to  Senatobia  and  alumni  recognition, 
the  Rangers  took  the  field  against  the  Trojans  before  a 
standing-room-only  crowd.  At  halftime,  the  band  played,  the 
Rangerettes  performed,  and  a  new  queen  was  crowned  — 
C.  J.  Myrick  of  Walls,  a  sophomore  general  college  major. 
Afterwards,  over  2,000  helium-filled,  biodegradable  bal- 
loons were  released  into  the  Mississippi  sky.

I  he  Fourth  of  July  exploded  in  November  when  the  fall  theatre 
production,  "The  Miss  Firecracker  Contest"  was  presented  on  the 
Senatobia  campus  Nov.  7-8.  Written  by  Mississippi's  Pulitzer  Prize 
winning  playwright  Beth  Henley,  this  off-Broadway  comedy  is  based 
on  the  same  kind  of  small-town  Mississippi  characters  that  so  de- 
lighted audiences  in  Henley's  prize-winning  "Crimes  of  the  Heart." 

"The  Miss  Firecracker  Contest,"  about  a  beauty  pageant  held  an- 
nually on  the  Fourth  of  July  in  Brookhaven,  centers  on  three  zany 
Mississippi  women,  a  contestant  and  her  two  cousins,  who  return 
home  to  guide  her  through  the  affair.

Spring  production  of  one-act  plays  brings 
drama  and  laughter  to  Fine  Arts  stage 


"American  Experiences,"  a  series  of  three  one-act 
plays,  was  presented  by  the  Northwest  Fine  Arts  Di- 
vision April  11-12  in  the  Fine  Arts  Auditorium. 

The  first  play,  "Hello  Out  There,"  by  William  Saroyan, 
was  about  the  friendship  between  a  prisoner  accused 
of  rape,  portrayed  by  Clayton  Griffin,  and  a  lonely  girl 
working  at  the  jail.  The  prisoner  and  the  girl,  played  by 
Annette  Craig,  planned  to  run  away  to  San  Francisco 
until  their  plans  were  destroyed  when  the  husband  of 
the  supposed  rape  victim,  actor  Demetrius  Lollie,  shot 
and  killed  the  prisoner. 

"Dark  Pony,"  the  second  play,  was  written  by  David 
Mamet.  The  plot  consisted  of  an  exciting  story  told  to  a 
small  girl,  played  by  Lucia  Haraway,  by  her  father, 
portrayed  by  Onis  McHenry.  As  they  drove  along  the 
father  entertained  his  daughter  with  a  tale  using  his 
voice  to  emphasize  excitement  and  suspense.  Haraway 
was  inquisitive  and  perceptive  as  the  child,  embellishing 
the  story  with  youthful  commentary. 

The  third  play,  by  Jason  Milligan,  was  entitled  "The 
Prettiest  Girl  in  Lafayette  County."  This  presentation 
was  about  two  teenagers  who  met  in  a  card  shop. 
Melissa  Majovski  played  Misty,  a  clerk  in  the  shop.  Don 
McCarrens  played  James,  a  young  man  trying  to  win  a 
$50  bet  that  Misty  would  kiss  him. 

The  plays  made  the  most  of  simple  sets  and  small 
crews  while  focusing  on  character  and  plot  develop- 
ment.

Led  by  the  strong  play  of  plenty  of 
freshmen  and  a  few  sophomores,  the 
Northwest  Rangers  finished  the  season 
with  an  overall  mark  of  17-15-1. 

Northwest  started  the  season  by  los- 
ing seven  of  its  first  10  games,  but  for- 
tunately four  of  these  losses  were  to 
non-division  opponents.  Against  divi- 
sion opponents,  Northwest  took  all  four 
games  from  Itawamba,  three  of  four 
against  East,  and  swept  four  games 
from  Northeast. 


Starting  as  many  as  seven  freshmen 
in  some  games,  coaches  Jim  Miles  and 
Donny  Castle  led  the  Rangers  to  a  sec- 
ond-place finish  in  the  north  division, 
which  automatically  gave  Northwest  a 
berth  in  the  state  playoffs.  The  Rangers 
were  knocked  out  of  the  double  elim- 
ination tournament  in  two  games,  but 
fought  all  the  way  to  the  end  in  both 
contests. 

Sophomore  James  Boxley  (Wills 
Point,  Texas)  led  the  Rangers  with  a 


.438  batting  average.  Freshman  Mark 
Rose  (West  Memphis)  finished  with  a 
team-leading  eight  home  runs,  18  runs 
batted  in,  and  nine  stolen  bases.  Soph- 
omore Kevin  Gray  (Memphis)  finished 
with  a  .333  batting  average,  five  home 
runs,  and  a  team-leading  three  triples. 
Sophomore  pitcher  Randall  Scott 
(Senatobia)  recorded  a  4-2  season  with 
an  ERA  of  1.93,  plus  37  strikeouts. 
Freshman  Niles  Norris  (Batesville)  fin- 
ished with  a  4-3  mark  and  a  2.28  ERA.

"We  were 
very  confident  entering  the  1991  sched- 
ule and  knew  we  had  a  special  team." 

The  first  game  of  that  schedule  came 
August  31  at  Poplarville  against  Pearl 
River.  Northwest  was  outgained  in  total 
yardage  230  to  1 59,  but  the  leg  of  punt- 
er Lonny  Calicchio  kept  the  Wildcat  of- 
fense pinned  deep  all  night  with  his  46.7 
yard  average  that  allowed  Northwest  to 
win  17-10. 

Northwest's  offense  got  on  track 
September  5  with  a  34-6  thrashing  of 
Holmes  by  racking  up  450  yards  of  total 
offense,  298  rushing.  The  running  game 
made  the  difference  with  Lavelle  Danzy 
carrying  13  times  for  109  yards  and  one 
touchdown,  while  James  Puckett 


picked  up  71  yards  on  16  carries  and 
one  score.  The  defense  made  itself 
known  by  collecting  16  sacks,  five  by 
defensive  tackle  Bryant  Mix. 

The  lone  setback  of  the  regular  sea- 
son came  September  12  when  North- 
west tied  7-7  with  the  Hinds  Eagles.  The 
Rangers'  only  score  came  on  a  33-yard 
fumble  return  by  safety  Alonzo  Horner. 
Although  both  squads  tallied  673  total 
yards  between  them,  points  were  not 
the  order  of  the  day.  Danzy  and  Puckett 
gained  85  and  80  yards  respectively. 

Northwest's  September  21  date  with 
East  Mississippi  marked  the  arrival  of 
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the  Rangers'  air  attack.  Quarterbacl 
Russell  Evans  completed  12  of  M 
passes  for  263  yards  and  four  touch 
downs  to  four  different  receivers  tc 
lead  his  team  to  a  49-7  win.

Evans 
completed  10  of  20  passes  for  292 
fards  and  five  touchdowns  —  two  to 
3reston,  one  to  Eric  Smith  and  two  to 
=reddie  Douglas,  who  also  returned  a 
Dunt  52  yards  for  a  TD.  Linebacker  Cas- 
sius  Ware  made  14  solo  tackles,  two 
assists,  one  sack,  and  returned  an  in- 
erception  25  yards  for  a  score. 

Following  a  scoreless  first  quarter 
with  Coahoma,  the  Rangers  nailed  27 
second-period  points  to  rout  the  Tigers 
47-6,  October  12.  Evans  passed  for  259 
/ards  on  16  completions  and  two 
touchdowns,  and  rushed  for  two  more. 
Punter  Calicchio  even  got  into  the  pass- 
ing stats  by  completing  his  only  attempt 
of  the  year  for  a  40-yard  touchdown  to 

IPreston. 

The  rushing  attack  again  proved  ef- 
fective against  Northeast,  October  17, 

iby  totalling  203  yards  on  36  carries  en- 
route  to  Northwest's  31-3  win.  Danzy's 

f94  yards  led  the  team,  followed  by 
Puckett's  74  and  Evans'  32.  Defensive 
tackle  Damon  Primus  led  the  Rangers 

jwith  14  tackles  and  one  quarterback 

I  sack. 

Northwest  claimed  its  second  con- 
secutive North  Division  Championship 


with  a  30-15  victory  over  Itawamba  Oc- 
tober 24.  Against  the  state's  toughest 
defense,  the  Rangers  churned  out  386 
yards  of  total  offense,  284  passing. 
Northwest  got  two  scoring  runs  from 
Puckett  and  running  back  Rontae  Bass. 

Rounding  out  their  regular  season 
schedule,  the  Rangers  thrashed  South- 
west 39-13,  October  31.  Down  13-12  at 
the  half,  Northwest  exploded  for  27 
second-stanza  points  and  held  the 
Bears  scoreless.  The  Ranger  offense 
racked  up  472  yards  of  total  offense, 
213  rushing.  Evans  completed  12  of  27 
passes  for  three  TDs.  Danzy  grabbed 
most  of  Northwest's  rushing  yardage 
by  gaining  173  on  21  carries. 

In  the  first  round  of  the  state  playoffs, 
Northwest  plowed  through  an  early  fall 
snow  and  the  Copiah-Lincoln  Wolves 
36-10.  A  356-yard  performance  was 
turned  in  by  the  offense;  the  defense 
was  no  slouch  either  as  it  gave  up  only 
145  yards.  Led  by  Danzy's  128  yards 
and  Bass's  111,  the  running  game  to- 
talled 204.  Bass  also  turned  in  a  97- 
yard  run  from  scrimmage  for  a  touch- 
down. 

Northwest  owned  its  second  state  ti- 
tle in  three  years  when  it  defeated  Mis- 
sissippi Delta  20-17,  November  16.  The 
Trojans  owned  the  Rangers  in  the  first 
half  and  staked  a  14-0  lead;  however, 


Northwest  scored  20  fourth-quarter 
points  and  held  Delta  to  three.  The 
Rangers  were  outgained  in  total  yard- 
age 399  to  260,  but  Evans'  three  touch- 
down passes  came  at  the  right  times  for 
Northwest  to  pull  out  the  win. 

"We  knew  we  had  a  good  team  on 
paper  when  the  season  started,  but 
they've  really  pulled  together  and  have 
become  very  close  to  one  another," 
said  Franklin.  "We  have  a  lot  of  char- 
acter players  on  this  team.  They  are  the 
kind  that  will  win  at  any  cost  and  over- 
come any  situation."

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I  wenty-one  fourth  quarter  points  by 
Northeastern  Oklahoma  A&M 
slammed  the  door  on  Northwest's 
hopes  for  a  second  national  cham- 
pionship in  nine  years.  The  Golden 
Norsemen  won  the  Dec.  7  Mid- 
America  Bowl  at  Union-Tuttle  Stadium 
in  Tulsa,  Oklahoma,  49-21 . 

Northwest  (11-1-1)  committed  five 
turnovers,  compared  to  NEO's  one. 
The  Golden  Norsemen  (9-1)  also 
racked  up  360  yards  of  total  offense, 
141  rushing,  while  Northwest  totalled 
294  yards,  223  through  the  air. 

"I  don't  think  they  were  much  better 
than  us;  they  just  made  some  big 
plays,"  said  Head  Coach  Bobby 
Franklin.  "We  had  some  opportunities 
to  make  the  game  closer  and  had 
chances  to  win,  but  it  wasn't  our  day." 

The  Ranger  defense  was  led  by 
sophomore  linebacker  Cassius  Ware, 


who  ended  his  brilliant  career  at  North- 
west by  collecting  13  solo  tackles,  six 
assists,  and  three  tackles  for  a  loss,  but 
for  some  reason  was  snubbed  by  bowl 
officials  for  post-game  honors. 

The  Northwest  passing  attack  was 
also  hampered  by  wind  gusts  of  up  to 
25  miles  per  hour,  but  Franklin  isn't 
using  that  as  an  excuse.  "I  think  the 
wind  was  a  psychological  factor  more 
than  anything  else,"  said  Franklin. 

The  Golden  Norsemen  wasted  little 
time  in  getting  on  the  board  when  they 
put  the  ball  in  the  end  zone  after  an  80- 
yard,  nine-play  drive.  Running  back 
Gary  Young's  seven-yard  run  came 
with  8:27  to  play  in  the  first  period. 
Brian  Whitlow  added  the  PAT  for  the  7- 
0  NEO  lead. 

Northwest  returned  the  favor  on  their

Northwest  re- 
covered at  the  Golden  Norsemen's  10- 
yard  line. 

Two  plays  later,  the  ball  went  into  the 
air  because  of  a  bad  exchange  on  a 
handoff  between  Evans  and  Rontae 
Bass.  NEO  defensive  back  Carl  Kidd 
collected  the  ball  at  the  four  and  sprint- 
ed 94  yards  for  a  touchdown.  Whitlow's 
extra  point  put  the  Golden  Norsemen 
ahead  14-7. 

"That  was  one  of  the  biggest  plays  of 
the  game,"  said  Franklin.  "Not  only  did 
they  score,  but  it  helped  them  build  mo- 
mentum." 

In  the  second  quarter,  Northwest 
fought  back  and  tied  the  score  when 
Evans  hit  receiver  Eric  Smith  on  a  43- 
yard  scoring  pass.  The  drive  spanned 
68  yards  and  six  plays.  Calicchio's  PAT 
evened  the  score  at  14. 

NEO  got  two  quick  touchdowns  be- 
fore the  half  ended.

Northwest  didn't  quit  in  the  fourth 
quarter  when  it  scored  on  a  three-yard 
pass  from  Evans  to  Roell  Preston. 
Calicchio  added  the  PAT  for  a  49-21 
final  score. 

Northwest's  leading  rusher  was 
freshman  Lavelle  Danzy  with  16  carries 
for  55  yards,  while  Smith  was  the  Rang- 
ers' top  receiver  with  six  catches  for  90 
yards. 

Defensively,  tackle  Damon  Primus 
racked  up  11  tackles  and  two  quar- 
terback sacks,  while  tackle  Mix  picked 
up  13  tackles  and  two  sacks. 

"I'm  still  really  proud  of  this  team," 
said  Franklin.  "We  went  a  long  way  this 
season  and  accomplished  a  lot  of 
goals."

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In  spite  of  some  strong  individual  ef- 
forts, the  1991-92  Lady  Rangers  com- 
pleted the  year  with  a  2-1 5  overall  record 
and  a  1-11  division  mark.  Undersized  in 
virtually  every  game  this  season,  North- 
west was  also  inexperienced  with  only 
two  starters  returning  from  1990-91. 

The  Lady  Rangers  did  jump  out  to  a 
quick  start  by  winning  their  first  contest 
of  the  year  over  Muscle  Shoals,  Ala.,  77- 
74  in  the  Northeast  Tournament  in 
Booneville.  Princella  Wilborn  led  the  way 
with  17  points  and  nine  rebounds,  fol- 
lowed by  Sharelle  Cash  with  16. 

Northwest  couldn't  pull  off  the  same 
magic  against  Gulf  Coast,  however,  los- 
ing by  only  two,  70-68,  despite  Cash's 
27-point  performance,  and  Wilborn's  26. 

Beginning  with  a  73-56  loss  to  Mis- 
sissippi County,  Ark.,  a  three-game  los- 
ing streak  was  in  store  for  the  Lady 
Rangers.

Wilborn  caught  fire  the  second  half  of 
the  season.  Against  Itawamba,  she 
picked  up  21  points  and  seven  rebounds. 

A  rematch  against  Mississippi  County, 
Ark.,  did  not  live  up  to  expectations  as 
the  Lady  Suns  again  came  out  on  top, 
70-56.

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The  Northwest  Rangers,  sparked  by 
he  accuracy  of  Ail-American  nominee 
Sedric  "Showtime"  Matthews,  who  led 
he  Rangers  in  scoring  in  all  17  regular- 
eason  contests,  finished  the  regular 
jchedule  at  6-11  overall  and  5-7  in  the 
K>rth  division.  Matthews  was  also  leading 
scorer  in  the  nation  for  nine  straight 
veeks  and  finished  the  season  averaging 
J6.6  points  per  game. 

The  Rangers  began  the  season  in  the 
Northeast  Tournament  where  they 
dropped  two  games  —  the  first  to  Muscle 
Shoals,  Ala.,  108-93,  despite  a  36-point 
performance  by  Matthews,  and  the  sec- 
)nd  to  Pensacola,  Fla.,  97-95.  Against 


Pensacola,  Brad  Burse  scored  21  points, 
while  Greg  Gillom  added  18.  Kevin  Shaw 
also  dished  out  six  assists. 

Northwest  then  traveled  to  Mississippi 
County,  Ark.,  and  lost  110-89.  Matthews 
came  through  with  47  points,  including  a 
four-of-four  performance  from  3-point 
range.  Steve  Force  contributed  1 0  points 
and  four  rebounds. 

Opening  their  home  schedule  against 
Co-Lin,  the  Rangers  got  16-point  perfor- 
mances from  both  Burse  and  Willie  Smith, 
but  it  wasn't  enough  as  the  Wolves  es- 
caped in  the  final  seconds  with  a  77-76 
win. 

Entering  division  play  with  a  four-game 


losing  streak,  Northwest  won  its  next 
three  games.  At  East  Mississippi,  four 
Rangers  scored  in  double  figures  as 
Northwest  got  its  first  win  of  the  year,  85- 
76.  Matthews  scored  29,  while  Gillom 
pulled  down  1 6  rebounds. 

The  Rangers  shot  a  blistering  53  per- 
cent from  the  field  against  Coahoma  as 
they  beat  the  visiting  Tigers  98-88.  Force 
scored  20  points,  Burse  and  Shaw  17 
apiece. 

Northwest  followed  that  game  with  a 
127-88  blowout  of  Mississippi  Delta.  Four 
Rangers  scored  in  double  figures,  led  by 
Matthews  with  42,  Burse  with  32,  and 
Jammie  Lewis  with  17.  Matthews  and 
Lewis  also  grabbed  11  rebounds  each. 

A  three-game  losing  skid  followed  as 
the  Rangers  dropped  an  82-72  decision  at 
Holmes,  a  100-92  game  against 
Itawamba,  and  a  109-99  contest  at  North- 
east. In  Booneville  Matthews  hit  10  three- 
point  baskets  and  finished  the  night  with 
46  points. 

Northwest  got  back  on  the  winning 
track  when  they  returned  home  for  a  re- 
match with  Mississippi  County,  Ark. 
Matthews  led  all  scorers  with  41  points 
including  a  23-of-23  performance  from 
the  free  throw  line.  Burse  also  pitched  in 
29,  as  the  Rangers  won  in  overtime  124- 
109.  Russell  Evans  added  28  points  and 
led  in  rebounding  with  13  boards. 

The  Rangers  returned  to  division  play 
and  to  the  win  column  with  a  103-94  vic- 
tory at  the  expense  of  East  Mississippi. 
Evans  scored  23  points,  grabbed  11  re- 
bounds, and  made  three  steals.  Matthews 
totalled  40  points,  and  Shaw  contributed 
17  points  and  five  assists. 

Back-to-back  heart  breakers  came  next 
as  Northwest  dropped  a  97-93  decision  to 
Coahoma,  and  a  98-97  game  at  Missis- 
sippi Delta.  In  the  Delta  game,  Matthews 
scored  a  career-high  50  points,  hitting 
nine  3-point  shots.  The  sophomore  also 
showed  his  versatility  as  he  led  the  team 
in  rebounding  with  nine. 

The  Rangers  won  their  return  match 
with  Holmes  86-76.  Matthews  led  five 
players  in  double  figures  with  28  points. 
Burse  pitched  in  16,  Gillom  14,  and  Willie 
Smith  12.  Kevin  Shaw  added  five  assists. 

As  the  regular  season  wound  down, 
Northwest  lost  to  Itawamba,  130-99. 
Matthews,  however,  had  a  big  night  with 
41  points,  and  eight  rebounds. 

Matthews  finished  his  regular  season 
career  against  Northeast  with  38  points. 
Force  added  14  points  and  16  rebounds 
in  a  losing  effort  to  the  Tigers,  1 06-82.

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When  Dr.  David  M.  Haraway  as- 
sumed the  presidency  of  Northwest 
Mississippi  Community  College  six 
years  ago,  he  brought  to  the  position  a 
legacy  that  contained  a  commitment  to 
education,  a  love  of  athletics,  and  a 
fondness  for  music.  The  son  of  two 
classroom  teachers,  Haraway  is  a  born 
educator. 

He  is  the  second  of  five  sons  born  to 
Jane  McWilliams  Haraway,  a  music 
teacher,  and  the  late  Maury  Haraway, 
an  English  teacher  and  baseball  coach. 
Dr.  Haraway  was  outfielder  and  first 
baseman  on  his  dad's  baseball  team 
and  played  defensive  halfback  in  foot- 
ball. His  musical  talent  found  its  ex- 
pression on  the  bass,  while  his  brothers 
all  played  guitar. 

After  graduating  from  Olive  Branch 
High  School  with  honors,  Haraway  at- 
tended the  University  of  Mississippi 
where  he  earned  three  degrees  —  the 
Bachelor  of  Business  Administration, 
the  Master  of  Education,  and  the  Doctor 
of  Philosophy  in  educational  adminis- 
tration and  supervision. 

This  sequence  was  interrupted  by  a 
tour  of  duty  in  the  United  States  Army 
and  later  his  first  teaching  assignment 
at  Olive  Branch  Junior  High  School. 
While  working  on  his  doctorate,  he  was 
a  research  associate  for  the  University 
of  Mississippi  School  Planning  Labo- 
ratory and  taught  graduate-level 
courses  for  Ole  Miss  at  DeSoto  Center. 

The  Southaven  campus  became  his 
training  ground  for  the  president's  job. 
He  worked  as  Assistant  Director  of  the 
center,  Director  of  Research  and  De- 
velopment, and  Director  of  Fiscal  Af- 
fairs. On  the  Senatobia  campus  he  was 
Director  of  the  Computer  Operations 
Center  and  Executive  Assistant  to  the 
Vice  President  of  Operations  before  be- 
ing named  president  on  Sept.  26,1985. 

This  wealth  of  experience,  heritage  of 
education,  and  record  of  achievement 
brought  to  the  presidency  a  man  well 
prepared  for  the  task.  From  Dr. 
Haraway's  commitment  to  insure  qual- 
ity educational  opportunities  for  stu- 
dents have  come  increased  enrollment,

expanded  services,  renovated  facilities, 
national  accreditation,  a  revitalized 
Senatobia  campus,  innovative  funding, 
and  recognition  by  his  peers. 

Dr.  Haraway  was  elected  president  of 
the  Mississippi  Association  of  Colleges 
and  served  as  host  for  the  1991  Mis- 
sissippi Junior/Senior  College  Confer- 
ence. He  is  also  secretary  of  the  Mis- 
sissippi Presidents  Association  of 
Community  and  Junior  Colleges. 

From  1986  to  the  present,  enrollment 
has  increased  22  percent  with  1990's 
total  topping  the  4,000  mark.  "I  think 
everyone  feels  good  about  the  school 
and  the  direction  we're  going,"  said  Dr. 
Haraway.  "Our  academic  program  is  as 
good  as  you'll  find  in  the  first  two  years 
of  college  anywhere  in  the  state." 

The  Academic  Business  Division  on 
July  1  became  the  first  program  in  the 
state  to  achieve  accreditation  by  the 
Association  of  Collegiate  Business 
Schools  and  Programs,  national  ac- 
crediting organization.  "It  is  gratifying 
to  be  officially  recognized  as  one  of  the 
finest  collegiate  business  programs  in 
the  nation,"  said  Dr.  Haraway. 

In  Fiscal  Year  1991  the  college  re- 
ceived approximately  $460,000  from

external  grants  for  such  programs  as 
Student  Support  Services  and  Title  III.  A 
$90,000  Tech-Prep  project  began  July  1 
for  secondary  and  post-secondary  stu- 
dents in  Applied  Engineering  Technol- 
ogy. 

Plans  are  going  forward  for  the  relo- 
cation of  the  DeSoto  Center  campus 
and  for  the  construction  of  a  new  facility 
for  the  educational  program  there.  "I 
hope  the  whole  project  will  be  com- 
pleted and  active  by  the  fall  of  1993," 
said  Dr.  Haraway. 

On  the  Senatobia  campus  Quitman 
Hall  has  undergone  a  $580,000  facelift, 
and  Tallahatchie  has  been  converted 
from  apartments  to  a  men's  residence 
hall.  The  McGhee  Building  was  com- 
pletely renovated  in  1 990  to  accommo- 
date the  Social  Sciences  Division.  Im- 
provements will  be  made  this  year  on 
the  Fine  Arts  Building  including  the  Au- 
ditorium. The  hydroponic  greenhouse 
on  the  college  farm  produced  its  first 
crop  of  tomatoes  last  spring. 

During  Haraway's  tenure,  the  name 
of  the  college  has  been  changed  from 
"Junior"  to  "Community,"  reaccredita- 
tion  was  granted  by  the  Southern  As- 
sociation of  Colleges  and  Schools,  sal- 
aries were  bolstered  for  faculty  and 
staff,  scholarships  have  been  added 
through  the  Northwest  Foundation,  and 
intercollegiate  athletics  in  the  past  three 
years  have  produced  14  All-Americans. 

As  important  as  his  Northwest  family 
is  to  him  personally  and  professionally, 
Dr.  Haraway  finds  quality  time  for  his 
own  family.  Married  to  the  former  Ellen 
Allen  of  Olive  Branch,  a  cardiopulmo- 
nary perfusionist  at  Baptist  Memorial 
Hospital  in  Memphis,  Haraway  helps 
with  their  two  children  —  Neil,  14,  and 
Lucia,  12.  His  daughter  Claudia,  21,  is 
an  elementary  education  major  at 
Northwest.

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Despite  state  budget  woes  this 
year.  Northwest's  Vocational- 
Technical  Education  program  added 
more  than  5439,000  in  new  equip- 
ment during  1990-91.  Career- 
oriented  programs  on  all  five  cam- 
puses benefited,  according  to  Joe 
Broadway,  dean  of  Vocational  Tech- 
nical Education  for  the  college. 

"The  acquisition  of  this  equip- 
ment will  greatly  enhance  the  ability 
of  Northwest's  Division  of  Voca- 
tional Technical  Education  to  pro- 
vide better  trained  personnel  for  bus- 
iness and  industry  in  our  11 -county 
district,"  Broadway  said. 

Through  a  Title  III  grant,  federal 
funding  provided  564,650  in  equip- 
ment and  51 1,650  in  supply  support 
for  the  Applied  Engineering  Tech- 
nology program  on  the  Senatobia 
campus.  The  CAD  (computer-aided 
drafting)  lab  added  five  computer 
stations  with  software,  and  CAM 
(computer-assisted  manufacturing) 
acquired  an  industrial  process  video 
library. 

"We  will  also  add  software  for 
CAM,  CNC  (computer  numerical 
control)  and  facility  simulation  as 
well  as  a  programmable  logic  con- 
troller," said  Michael  Ferdinand, 
automated  manufacturing  technolo- 
gy coordinator. 

The  Business/Computer  Technol- 
ogy Department  will  increase  course 
offerings  with  the  addition  of  two 
new  microcomputer  labs  and  an  IBM 
Systcm/38  lab.  Computer  applica- 


tion courses  will  now  include 
desktop  publishing,  WordPerfect 
5.1.  Lotus  1-2-3,  d  Base  III  Plus, 
computerized  accounting,  data  entry 
and  DOS. 

"Computer  programming  lan- 
guages we  can  offer  are  BASIC,  RPG 
III.  COBOL,  and  the  increasingly 
popular  'C  language,"  said  Jerry 
Nichols,  Vo-Tech  director  for  the 
Senatobia  campus. 

New  equipment  for  Refrigeration 
and  Air  Conditioning  Technology 
includes  a  wide  range  of  heating, 
refngeration,  and  air  conditioning 
equipment  for  domestic  systems  and 
for  commercial  refrigeration  sys- 
tems. Also  new  to  the  program  is  a 
refrigerant  reclaim  and  recycling 
system  used  to  prevent  harmful 
releases  of  chlorofluorocarbons  into 
the  atmosphere. 

The  Automotive  Technology 
program  has  updated  its  instructional 
program  by  adding  several  pieces  of 
equipment  A  Hunter  Computerized 
Total  Alignment  System  and  a  Sun 

Interrogator  II,  disk-based,  all- 
systems  analyzer,  compatible  with 
Ford,  Chrysler,  and  General  Motors 
factory  diagnostic  systems  have  been 
purchased. 

Approximately  590,000  in  new 
equipment  was  purchased  for  four 
programs  at  both  DeSoto  Center 
campuses.  At  Olive  Branch  the  Avia- 
tion Maintenance  Technology  prog- 


ram acquired  two  Rolls  Royce  Air- 
craft Engines,  one  jet  and  one  turbo- 
prop. "These  will  be  beneficial  to 
students  in  the  turbine  overhaul  por- 
tion of  the  curriculum,"  said  Richie 
Lawson,  Vo-Tech  director  for  DeSo- 
to Center. 

On  the  Southaver  campus,  the 
Business  Technology  program 
upgraded  its  computer  lab  with  the 
purchase  of  15  Compudync  compu- 
ters and  mouse  devices,  10  printers, 
one  laser  printer,  and  one  image 
scanner  -  all  to  enable  the  teaching 
of  desktop  publishing  as  well  as  other 
advanced  software  applications.

Northwest,  10-0-1,  tied  Hinds  10-10  early  in  the  season. 
The  Rangers  are  trying  to  add  a  second  title  to  the  one  they 
gained  in  1082  by  beating  Fernini  (Va.)  16-9  at  the  East 
Bowl  in  Roanoke,  Va.  The  Rangers  beat  Kilgore  31-27  in 
their  most  recent  bowl  game,  the  1080  Texas  Shrine  Bowl. 

Northeastern's  Golden  Norse,  8-1,  have  won  seven  pre- 
vious national  championships.

"This  time  they  have  a  new  head  coach  in  Mike  Loyd, 
and  he  hasn't  missed  a  beat." 

Over  the  years,  since  1921  when  Northeastern  began 
keeping  records,  the  Golden  Norse  have  won  451  games, 
lost  158  and  tied  25. 

Loyd,  after  serving  one  year  as  offensive  coordinator, 
succeeded  Glen  Wolfe  as  head  coach  this  season.  Wolfe  re- 
tired after  compiling  a  109-19-3  record  in  10  years.  Earlier 
he  coached  in  high  schools  at  Tulsa  Memorial  and  Vero 
Beach,  Fla.,  following  a  period  of  playing  professionally 
with  the  St.  Louis  Cardinals  and  in  the  Canadian  League.
